Pres. Cramblet Represents 
Bethany at Ed. Meetings 


During the week of January 16-21, 
1938, three significant educational 
meetings were held in Hotel Stevens, 
Chicago, Illinois. The annual session 
of the Council of Church Boards of 
Education discussed “Christian Higher 
Education and Democracy’s Crisis.” 
The theme of the National Conference 
of Church-Related Colleges was “The 
Contribution of the Church-Related 
College to Civic, Cultural and Religious 
Life.” The final sessions were those 
of the Association of American Col- 
leges with the general topic “The Col- 
leges and Public Life.’’ President Cram- 
blet represented Bethany College at 
these meetings. 


The outstanding numbers on the pro- 
grams of the three gatherings were by 
a representative of J. E. Hoover, Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, Dr. Homer 
P. Rainey, of the American Youth 
Commission of the American Council 
on Education, Mr. Harold L. Ickes, Sec- 
retary of the Departments of Interior, 
Dr. Heinrich Bruening, former Chan- 
cellor of Germany and visiting Profes- 
sor at Harvard University, Dr. T. V. 
Smith, Professor of Philosophy of the 
University of Chicago and Illinois State 
Senator, and President Robert M. Hut- 
chins of University of Chicago. 


From the viewpoint of the Church- 
Related and Liberal Arts College these 
sessions were refreshing and reassur- 
ing. These colleges have filled a de- 
finite and necessary function in our 
democracy. The present condition of 
confusion and crisis in our _ society 
accentuate the important role of our 
liberal colleges with their relative free- 
dom to think and teach. It may be 
that we will see more clearly than be- 
fore that the liberal arts college con-

stitutes the educational bulwark of 
democratic society. The Church- 
Related College with its Christian faith 
and emphasis becomes the effective 
educational unit in giving meaning to 
scientific knowledge in terms of the 
whole of life.

Dr. Gay Returns 
From Long Trip 


Dr. Gay, head of the department of 
English, recently returned from a Sab- 
batical leave of absence after Europe. 


He sailed on the French liner, “De 
Grasse,” arriving in Paris where he 
met his daughter, Jane, a graduate of 
Bethany, who has been in France for 
the past two years, and who also served 
as his interpreter. 

On the way to Paris Dr. Gay and 
Miss Gay saw the exposition, Dr. Gay 
concluding that the Russian building 
with its huge statues was the most 
striking of all the buildings. During 
this itinerary of France, he studied in 
the National Library, the Library of 
Ste. Genevieve and the Library of the 
University of Paris, walking between 
the latter two and his hotel so he could 
observe the mannerisms of the people 
—a pastime of which he never tired. 
He studied Greek and comparative lit- 
erature. 


Seven weeks were spent in England 
and Scotland visiting Edenburgh, Glas- 
gow, Ayr, Oxford, Stratford-on-Avon 
and Anne Hathaway’s Cottage, Cam- 
bridge, London, with a side-trip into 
Wales. 


In Italy, Milan, Venice, Florence, 
Rome and Naples were visited. He 
was particularly impressed by St. 
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Peter’s, Pompeii, and Vesuvius, which 
he climbed with three other Americans. 
In Greece, Dr. Gay regained his ability 
to converse in Greek. Luckily enough, 
his table companion, on the return 
vayage was a Greek who could not 
speak a word of English. 

Dr. Gay comments on the surprising 
number of beggars on the street, a 
sign of real poverty which we do not 
know. He noticed that there were very 
few cars in the country because of 
poverty. Many of the admissions to 
buildings and hisoric places cost only 
three ow four cents in our money. 
Board and room in a palatial private 
home at Florence cost 23 lire a day, 
or about 92 cents in our money. He 
observed that very little candy was 
served at meals and that the custom 
was to serve several kinds of fruits 
and nuts after a meal and wine during 
the meal. They think it very queer 
that anyone should drink water with a 
meal,
